on given on my fide for any ſuch thing.

I need not tell you, how happy we all are in 
the late Revolution, with which it has pleasd 
God to bleſs us; 1 am ſure you are ſ{enfible of 
it; but 1 muſt make one Remark to you upan 
it; (and I hope you will all concur with me in 
my Sentiments) which is, that the Grounds and 
Foundation of a Court-Party,and a Country-Par- 
ty, are now no more. For under {ſo Juſt and 
Good Princes; under a King and Queen that 
are of our own Religion, that Govern accord- 
ing to Law, and whole Intereſts are in the lame 
Bottom with our own ; (not to mention what 
They do for us in Their Perſons) I am certain, 
whoſoever ſets up a Faction between the Court 
and the Country, is not in reality a Friend to 
either. 


I have no more to fay at this time, but only 
ſeriouſly and earneſtly to recommend to you, 
that you will joyn with me in a zealous and 
ſincere endeavour to promote in all Occaſions 
Their Majeſties Service, and the Publick Good ; 
which are inſeparably (as I told you before ) 
the true Intereſt of Eng/and. And I promiſe you; 
that not only as a Corporation, but in your re- 
ſpective Perſons, in 10 _— you {hall meet 
with all the ſuitable Returns from me, that your 
Hearts can wiſh or defire.
